REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF TEMPLE: 





We respectfully present to you in the usual form the statistics 
contained in our register, and also a few items concerning the 
schools, for the year ending March 1, 1891. 

While holding the opinion that we have the most satisfactory 
schools when under the control of experienced teachers, we have 
found it difficult to obtain them for the compensation we could 
offer, and our list includes several who were novices in the work. 
We think they have had a fair degree of success and in the discipline 
of their pupils generally showed good judgment. As a rule, young 
persons wishing.to become teachers are earnest, thoughtful and 
aspiring, and enter their first school with the wish to succeed. The 
one exception we have had only emphasizes the rule, and is mentioned 
because we feel that her name should not remain on the roll of 
teachers. 

In our visits during the year we noticed that some of our young 
teachers had not realized how much the observance of three rules 
would increase the efficiency of their work. It may be useful to 
notice them now: (1) Give thorough drill in each day’s lessons and, 

«having given patient and careful explanations, allow no careless 
work. (2) Spend a few minutes at the close of the lessonin looking 
over the one for the day following and calling attention to important 
and difficult points. (3) Keep the air of the school-room pure, other- 
wise we may not expect bright and interested pupils. 

We often hear that we live in a. progressive age and that our 
schools should catch the spirit of the times. W hile we should adopt 
all the new methods that prove desirable, it is to be feared we have 
lost sight of some good things in the old, as when attention to man- 
ners ceased to be a “part of our curriculum. ‘Those who will read the 
timely paragraph in the Youth’s Companion headed ** At School in 
Switzerland ” will see the important place given to correct deportment 
in their system of education and that good behaviour is expected not 
only while in the school building, but also about the grounds and 
going to and from school. ‘There is no place for roughness, whoop- 
ing, incivility. Let us make haste to revive the old fashion, improving 
upon it if you will by replacing the old time formality and stiffness 
with a courtesy and kindliness coming from the heart, shown to both 
old and young, and taking for our ‘text-book the ‘Golden Rule.” 
Then may we hope that our girls, taught forgetfulness of self and 
thoughtfulness for others, will have all the charm and influence of 
true gentle women, and our boys, inheriting the bravery if not the 
wisdom of their ancestors, learn to distinguish between a bully and 
a hero, cease teasing the little ones and become familiar with the 
ways of gentle men. 

Globes are needed in our school-rooms. We hear constant com- 
plaints because they are not furnished. How shall we get them?
